He, too, imposed the power of 
his personality and his will on 
the tremendous, shaping decisions 
which, like sharp cutting tools, 
have rough-hewed us into the 
shape we now possess as a gov- 
ernment of free peoples, living 
under law and the Constitution. 


Because of John Marshall, Fed- 
eral Judge Learned Hand, one of 
the great intellects to grace the 
bench in our time, said of the Su- 
preme Court justice's power in 
dealing with the scope of the Con- 
stitution: 


“The words he must construe 
are empty vessels into which he 
can pour nearly anything he will.”’ 


Equal Voice 


Each of the nine justices has 
equal voice. But in the private 
session of the court, when deci- 
sions and points of law are argued 
and discussed, the chief justice 
can, if he be a positive person 
of persuasive will, exert great in- 
fluence in creating a judicial cli- 
mate and philosophy. 

In these discussions the chief 
justice speaks first. When the 
votes are taken his is the final 
one. 


These two facts, one persuasive, 
one positive, provide him the me- 
chanics of power, limited only by 
his abilities in each field. 


Within a few weeks, the USS. 
preme Court will convene for 
its fall term. 


We are fortunate to have so well 
balanced a- court. The appoint- 
ment of Earl Warren as chief 
justice has proved to be one of 
the great selections for that im-

the associate justices the rights 
of citizens have been strength- 
ened, not weakened. 


Not since slavery was abolished 
has the court been presented with 
questions which so closely touch 
the daily lives, customs, traditions 
and liberty of the people. 


American Mold 


Chief Justice Warren is a man 
out of the American mold. His 
paltry critics still say that when 
he was governor he often com- 
promised the political problems 
confronting him. Since we live 
and are governed by men who 
must be elected to office, com- 
promise is the essential ingredi- 
ent of our form of government. 
Without it, two opposing factions 
or ideas lock horns and die, leav- 
ing their bleached bones on the 
hills of anarchy. 


But, unlike the politician whose 
compromises include principle 
and who has made the good de- 
cent word “‘politician’’ almost an 
epithet, Gov. Warren never once 
acted without honor and integrity. 


He is a stubborn man. He has 
a great respect for law. 


Most of all, he has a feeling

law. 


Therefore, those who expected 
him to show judicial patience with 
what seemed an inequality of the 
law or the rights of citizens gen- 
erally have been bitterly disap- 
pointed in him.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Navy announced Monday it will 
freeze on continued active duty 
about 26,800 enlisted men and of- 
ficers who otherwise would be 
leaving active service. 

Those men will be held on duty 
for periods varying from six 
months to a year. 


PART OF BUILDUP 


The order is part of the mili- 


tary buildup program and is 
signed to help the Navy expand 
toward a new authorized strength 
of 657,000 from a present level of 
about 626,000. 


The involuntary extension of ac- 
tive duty applies to both regular 
and reserve personnel. It will af- 
fect about 80 officers and 1,600 
enlisted men whose present tours 
of duty would begin to expire next 
month. 


400 AFFECTED 


During October, about 400 offi- 
cers and 2,800 enlisted men will 
be affected. 


The total over these and suc- 
ceeding months will involve 24.- 
000 men and 2,800 officers. 


The freeze will be applied on 
the basis of special skills and 
rates. Most of the officers will 
be line officers aboard ships or 
aviators and in the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander or below.

A. C. (Pete) Latimer, attorney 
for the Atlanta board, was in- 
structed to “proceed forthwith 
with a petition in federal court 
for the northern district of Geor- 
gia” to get the sought clarifica- 
tion. 


He had hinted at the state 
board hearing that if the state 
board refused to change its mind, 
it might become a party to the 
oe court’s desegregation or- 
der. 


Presumably U.S. Judge Frank 
A. Hooper Jr., author of the orig- 
inal desegregation order, would 
be the judge to whom the request 
would be directed.

BONN—Chancellor Konrad Adenauer said Monday night that the 
Western powers may have to decide on a complete trade embargo 
of the Communist bloc if ‘tthe problems with the Soviet Union cannot 


be brought into order.” 

Using the toughest language so 
far since Communist East Ger- 
many sealed off West Berlin, 


Adenauer declared: ‘‘We shall not 
contribute to the economic build- 
up of the Soviet Union if Moscow 
does not agree to reasonable ne- 
gotiations with the powers of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion.”’

Magic in Schools 


Atlanta children will be the ones hurt 
by any confusion related to the forthcom- 
ing desegregation of schools. Atlanta par- 
ents therefore should not be misled by the 
current flurry of meaningless schemes. 
Evéry detour around desegregation has 
been explored over a period of years and 
found to be blocked. No man will sudden- 
ly rise with a magic formula now. 

The State School Board’s majority per- 
sisted Monday in its pretension that a 
student can be transferred on grounds of 
race. But the Atlanta board, which the 
state board commands to make the trans- 
fer, is bound by federal court order to 
make no transfer on grounds of race. The 
state action therefore is not only a mean- 
ingless diversion, but a disservice. It 
leaves the Atlanta board no alternative 
but to ask the federal court to give the 
state the same orders it has given the city, 
which it will, of course, do. 

Gov. Vandiver’s continued talk about 
tuition grants remains more talk than 
grant. The money for a general scheme 
of grants simply isn’t in the school board’s 
cash drawer, and if it were, a plan for 
doling it out isn’t in the rule book. 

Roy Harris has just restated the only 
alternative to peaceful desegregation with 
dignity and controls. “I would take the 
State Highway Patrol... and I would put 
the Negroes ... back in the Negro 
schools,” he says. Of course the result 
would be violence, force, federal inter- 
vention, and Little Rock-style desegrega- 
tion imposed upon the wreckage of At- 
lanta’s reputation, upon the ruins of the 
state’s economic future, and upon the 
shocked minds of our frightened chil- 
dren.

Migrate to the Cities 


The 1961 Population and Housing re- 
port of the Atlanta Region Metropolitan 
Planning Commission confirms what busi- 
ness and professional and political lead- 
ers have thought (and in some cases, 
feared) was true all along. 

Only Atlanta’s growth has kept the 
state’s growth record from looking even 
worse. The state as a whole lost popula- 
tion in the 20-30 years of age bracket 
between 1950 and 1960. That is partly ex- 
plainable by the fact that the national 
birth rate was lower in the 1930s than 
in the 1920s, partly explainable by the 
fact that young men and women have 
been having to leave many Georgia coun- 
ties when they become old enough to seek 
work. 

But Atlanta’s population in that age 
bracket increased. In fact, there was 
more in-migration in that age bracket 
here than in any other. 

Atlanta’s ability to provide jobs for 
newcomers thus kept in the state Geor- 
gians from other counties. It also at- 
tracted some new young men and women 
from out of state. 

Atlanta and some other cities in Geor- 
gia are the only stabilizers the state has 
in these trying days af changeover from 
an agrarian economy to an industrial 
one. It is unfortunate that the price a 
man has to pay for the trip to town is 
still so high—his vote. Until that is 
changed the plight of the old home coun- 


ties is going to get worse and the flight»

Reason for Foreign Aid: 
Enlightened Self-Interest 


Having met its first test in the Sen- 
ate by a comfortable margin, the admin- 
istration’s foreign aid plan is up for a 
tougher battle in the House of Repre- 


sentatives. Some members of the Geor- 


gia delegation, for instance, insist _on 
maintaining 
spite of circumstances and logic which 
even the blind should be able to see. 
The President’ proposal to place for- 
eign aid under a single agency and to 
initiate a program based on five-year 
needs, not dependent on annual appropri- 
ations, is intended to send some of the 
inefficiency and abuses in past programs. 
Instead of one-shot approaches, this 
would enable nations needing help to plan 
continuing projects with long-term loans. 
Opponents of foreign aid in general 
would surrender many underdeveloped 
nations to communism. The new coun- 
tries are looking both East and West for 
help in developing their economies to 
meet the minimum needs of their peo- 
ple. Freedom cannot survive if hunger 
and poverty continue to be the lot of 
millions. Foreign aid is not a giveaway 
program; it is an investment in humanity. 
The administration’s plan represents 
enlightened self-interest. It should be 
accepted by Congress on that basis alone. 


Let West Issue Manifesto of Its Own 


Why should not the Western powers, invit- 
ing all others who wish to participate, issue 
their own manifesto, restating and reaffirming 
the principles of freedom? Why not use such a 
document to refute Khrushchev’s plan, point by 
point, and to expose again the tyranny he 
has imposed by force on Eastern Europe? Why 
not restate our own historical stand for self- 
determination, for liberty under law and justice 
for the individual? .

our protest. 


It is true that the Commumists have violated the boundary 
agreement before. They sealed it during the 1953 East German 
uprisings, and again during currency reform in 1957; both closings 
were brief. But the temper of this time—and the deliberate nature 
of Khrushchev’s provocation—require us to take a graver view of 


it now. 


The ultimate counter-neasure of war is not to be chosen lightly. 
Khrushchev has elaborately applied force only to his own side in 
Berlin. West Berliners as well as Americans still have full access 
to East Berlin. Their access to West Germany is untouched. By 
elaborately respecting these rights affecting us, Khrushchev hopes 
we'll ignore the right he has violated concerning our agreements, 
though the people affected are his. We recognize his volation quite 


clearly, , 


But war is not an instrument for us to commit at this stage in 
behalf of a people on Khrushchev’s side of the Iron Curtain. For 
the present it is an instrument we must stand ready to use in behalf 


of the people on our side. 


Yet the people on our side inevitably will be caught in the next 
bite if we react uncertainly to the first one. Therefore a meaningful 
counter-measure is indicated, now, in addition to a protest. 

Chancellor Adenauer’s suggestion of economic sanctions could 
be an answer if it can be effective. But a meaningless counter- 
measure would be worse than none because Khrushchev would recog- 
nize it instantly as weakness. This choice of measures is the busi- 
ness of our diplomats. The business of the American people now is to 


back them up with a united will.

Certain’ Allied “‘officials here 
who maintain close contact, for 
intelligence reasohs, with Soviet 
officials suspect that one recent 
seemingly small act of Khru- 
shchevy may have more meaning 
than his recent threatening pub- 
lic speeches. 


This is the dispatch of Marshal 
Ivan S. Konev, one of the most 
savagely faithful and savagely 
“political” of all Soviet military 
officers, to take command of Rus- 
sian troops in East Germany. 


Konev has been a glad tool in 
purges Khrushchev has conducted 
within the Soviet Union.- He is 
madly pro-Khrushchev and, un- 
like some of the Soviet’s career 
soldiers, also madly pro-Commu- 
nist, Russian blend. Sending him 
to command in East Germany, to 
replace the far less known Col. 
Gen. Ivan Yakubovski, would 
seem on its face to be only a 
normal propaganda step intended 
to spotlight that the Russians 
were sending in the military first 
team. And no doubt that is one 
of Khrushchev’s reasons. 

It is also a fact, however, that

graded. Ulbricht, a very old ‘pro- 
fessional Communist himself, far 
outranked, in fact and in the pub- 
lic’s eyes, the much dimmer Yak- 
ubovski.

The educated guess, from Al- 
lied diplomati cintelligence 
sources, is that Khrushchev may 
well be slowly moving, in the 
elaborately indirect way so char- 
acteristic of the Russians, to ease 
Ulbricht out — actually if not 
formally. 

Khrushchev’s motive here would 
be to get rid of a man who is 
synonymous, to West Berliners 
and to the Allies in general, with 
an implacably extremist line 
which seeks nothing less than to 
drive all Allied forces out of West 
Berlin and eventually out of all 
Germany. 

A new so-called political leader 
for East Germany’ could then be 
plucked by Khrushchev from 
somewhere and presented as a 
man less impossible for us to deal 
with — a kind of ‘‘moderate’’ in 
Khrushchev’s central effort. 

This, of course, is to force West- 
ern recognition of the East Ger- 
man Communist regime as a 
valid government.

Eighth Ward second position 
candidate Goodwin (Shag) Cates 
said the hiring of the two truck 
drivers was ‘“‘historic’’ and that 
it was a tribute to him that they 
were hired. 


CITES RECORDS 


Other aldermanic candidates 
cited their records behind Negro 
projects, their desires for a bi- 
racial committee, adequate hous- 
ing, furnishing homes for persons 
displaced by urban renewal be- 
fore they are displaced and more 
hiring of Negroes by the munici- 
pal government. 


They included: Seventh Ward— 
Jack Summers; Sixth Ward —

Palace Life Is Not All Purple Velvet 


LONDON (WNS)—The life of 
a British royal servant is be 
coming less and less royal. 


He is the unfortunate victim 
of Buckingham Palace econ- 
omy. 


To save a few pounds, British 
Royal household servants are 
no longer provided with the 
expensive white powdered wigs 
they used to wear with their 
State liveries. Instead, they 
have to plaster their hair with 
a white cream that is rather 
like shoe polish. 


Each day during a State 
visit, which many last three or 
four days, the footmen rise 


the servants when they 
to wash the white, gluey 
from their hair. It make 
half an hour or more to 
move. 

The servants are paid extra 
for their trouble. Their reward 
is 3 pence a day—the price 
of a cigarette.

The wages of a man servant, 
who might be at the personal 
beck and call of the Royal 
Family at any time of night or 
day, are far less than the wages 
of a construction worker or 
coal miner in Britain. 

He can expect about 5 pounds 
and 10 shillings (approximately 
$15.40) a week—less tax and 
National Insurance  contribu- 
tions. 


Some of the men are mar- 


ried. But even so they are 
prepared to carry on for the 
privilege of serving Britain's 


top family. If the servants 
work less than 70 hours a 
week, they are lucky. 


Those closest to the royal 
family—the personal servants— 
are expected to wait up ready 
and alert until the family re- 
tires. Often this means stay- 
ing up until the early or mid- 
die hours of the morning. 
After a late night such as 
this, the Queen will probably 
sleep late. But not her serv- 
ants. Royal servants are up 
and doing soon after 7 a.m., 
whatever time they have gone 


to bed. 


And bed, to a royal servant, 
doesn’t mean a little place to 
make his home. 


In the main, servants in the 
great palaces are quartered in 
poky little rooms with white- 
weshed walls and perhaps a 
threadbare carpet. Very likely 
there will be a lumpy mattress 
on a bed too small for comfort. 


Outside the palace, in his free 
moments, life is still trying for 
a royal servant. The servants 
are expected to dress well, 
which is difficult on_ their 
meager pay. And if they are 
spotted by any of the official 
staff while dressed, say, in 
sweater and old slacks, they 
will be in for a stiff reprimand 
when they get back to the pal- 
ace. 


BIG TURNOVER 


It is not, surprising that there 
is a big turnover of staff in 
royal employ. Yet there are 
many who proudly claim to 
have served the palace, man 
and boy, for decades. But for 
every one of these loyal ser- 
vants there are two or three 
who .find they cannot afford to 
work for the queen. 


Even those who do decide to 
leave, sometimes find hard 
times go with them. 


Experience in one of the royal 
palaces ought to be a passport 
to a job in one of the best 
households in England. But, 
strangely, it can be a bar. 
Some former royal servants 
have spent months trying to get 
good jobs with aristocratic 
families, without any success. 


The reason appears to them 
to be incredible.

The Dodgers, reportedly infuriated by the Brosnan assault and 
even more inspired by visions of whopping World Series checks, 
are ready for the blood-letting, In fact, they can belt the Reds right 
out of contention by sweeping the three-game set. 


On the eve of the stupendous battle, O’Malley’s troops are 2% 
lengths in front of the Reds. They have won 19 of 22 games and 
have resembled in recent weeks the team virtually everyone 
awarded the pennant last spring. 


After a rousing run in the early going Cincinnati has limped 


at a .500 clip for almost a month, Thus, it’s now or never for the 
Reds. By flattening the Dodgers, they could regain the lead. As 
Brosnan said, this is a Roman holiday in L. A., and the gladiators 
from Cincy are fighting for their lives. 


It would be a real Hollywood script if author Brosnan and 
the outspoken Drysdale wound up as opponents on the mound, 
However, this dramatic scene isn’t likely to occur, for Drysdale 
isn’t booked to face the Reds, and Brosnan is a reliefer.

In a season 
of feuding climaxed by Vada Pinson breaking Roger Craig’s 
collarbone in the famous collision at home plate, the Reds last 
year held a 12-10 edge over their bitter enemies. As they square 
off for the upcoming battle royal, the Dodgers boast an 8-7 
advantage, 


We favor the Dodgers in this grudge match. Not because they 
are the Cracker parents, but because they are a money ball club. 
And O’Malley’s men, like their owner, are aware that a World Se- 
ries in the huge Coliseum and Yankee Stadium would undoubtedly 
set a record at the cash register. 


Perhaps SI can induce Drysdale to write on the eve of the 
Series: ‘‘Pitchers Don’t Like Mantle and Maris.”’

Highway 41, five miles west of Marietta 
on State 120, an ideal spot for your 
pleasure trip, whether you're searching 
for mountain scenery and wildlife, art or 
history. Start at the visitor center and 
museum.

NOOGA NATIONAL MILITARY PARK, 
commemorating the tremendous battle 
fought near the banks of CHICKAMAUGA 
CREEK on September 19-20, 1863. It re- 
sulted in the Confederacy’s greatest vic- 
tory in the West, but was won dearly, 
with 18,000 casualties, and ultimately the 
Confederates were driven from the Chat- 
tanooga area.

205m. CARTERSVILLE. Continue south on
